An entirely new community for 
Massachusetts, a large town or 
city, housing many thousands of 
persons, would be privately devel- 
oped on massive tracts of land to 
be acquired by the Commonwealth, 
under a resoive filed on Nov, 20th 
in the Senate, by Senator Ronald 
C MacKenzie of Burlington, 

The resolve calls for a special 
commission comprising two mem- 
bers of the Senate, three of the 
House, and eight persons to be 
appointed by the Governor, with 
five from the Department of Com- 
munity Affairs, the Department of 
Commerce and Development, and 
Natural Resources, The remaining 
three would be private citizens, 

The group would be empowered 
to make an investigation and study 
of ‘a sité for development of a new 
community in the Commonwealth, 
according to Senator MacKenzie 
and would report its findings und 
recommendations back to the Le- 
gislature by March 1, i971 

‘T envisage the new community 
as a ‘start from scratch city’ in 
which the mistakes of the past 
would be avoided and the improve- 
ments of today and tomorrow used 
to give our citizens a good social 
atmosphere for ‘business as well 
as people, and a hopeful solution to 
our present over-crowded, slum- 
like urban centers,’ the Senator 
said, adding, ‘A brook winding 
through the site or a cluster of 
trees would be treasured as as~ 
sets, to be preserved where pos- 
sible, I have discussed the plan 
with leaders in all walks of life,

No Special Town Meeting 

There will be = special Town 
Meeting in December. 

For a while it seemed that the 
Selectmen might call one, yotied 
purpose of having money trans- 
ferred so the town could buy two 
new police cruisers. 

The Selectmen, instead, after 
a lot of discussion, and a fifteen 
minute recess while they searched 
the law books, decided that the 
easiest and simplest way was to 
wait until January 2, when the mon- 
ey could be transferred on next 
year’s taxes, and without a town 
meeting. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
reported on the Finance Commit- 
tee meeting of November 19th, 
All available funds in the Reserve 
Account had been transferred to 
fulfill needed funds, that night, and 
those accounts which can be class- 
ified as ‘emergency’ accounts by 
the State Department of Corpora- 
tions and Taxation did not get 
money, because of their classifi- 
cation - that is the Selectmen can 
declare an emergency, and have 
money allocated to those accounts 
without a town meeting. 

The decisions, however, left the 
question of what to do about the 
Police Cruisers in the air, 

One cruiser, the Town Manager 
sald was a ‘total wreck’ - the one 
in which Officer Ritchie was hit, 
last week, 

The other cruiser, the TM de- 
clared could not last until it was 
scheduled to be replaced, in 1970, 

Morris was of the opinion that 
a Special Town Meeting could be 
called on a week's notice - and 
this opinion took a long time to 
have settled, 

After much searching of the state 
Statutes and the town by-laws, the 
Selectmen were satisfied that there 
would have to be a twenty day no- 
tice, That would mean that the 
Special Town Meeting could not 
be called until December 15th,

There was no discussion, on the 
renewal of liquor. licenses, All 
were renewed, quickly, 

Some outstanding licenses for 
gas tanks were revoked, without 
the need for a public hearing, The 
licenses were, in fact, for LP and 
or City Gas, tanks which had been 
been installed and since removed, 
There were three such licenses, 

The board decided to have hear- 
ings on eight gasoline licenses, 
not in use, They are to be adver 
tised for a public hearing, 


New Business 

Mrs Drew was provoked, at the 
beginning of the ‘new business’ 
Session, A meeting had been called 
she said, and she wasn’t notifed. 
She wanted it known that she was 
just as much a Selectman as any 
one else, 

Chairman Banda, not looking for 
an argument, said he hadn't called 
any meeting, Whether or not he 
knew of one that might have been 
held wasn’t clear, 

Banda reminded the board that 
there would be a hearing at the 
County Commissioners on Decem- 
ber 9th on the new Nichols Street 
bridge, relative to the approaches 
to the driveways of homes nearby.
